Staff will request authorization to issue a Request for Expressions of Interest for 
Procurement/Prequalification's of private partners who would provide services in connection with the planning, operations 
and development of the project.

Staff presented an overview of the proposals received for the statewide Public Information and 
Communications contract and the results of the selection process for 

• Metro MOU. The Board authorized staff to enter into a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority.
